I'm really 
thankful to the families that opened 
their homes to me! It was a great ex¬ 
perience to live in totally different 
life-styles! 

I now look at my family at home with 
new eyes. I've seen some things that 
I want to change when I come home 
but I also will appreciate them more! 

It's the same with my friends. This 
year I really got to see who my real 
friends are. It was hard to get close 
friends here in the fall. I couldn't ex¬ 
press myself as well as I wanted. I 
also had to adjust to a new kind of 
“social life" where the school was 
much more a focal point than at 
home. But I think it was good for me. 
I really learned to fight for the rela¬ 
tionships I wanted to develop. And 
they are the ones that will last! Be¬ 
cause, no doubt, there are some 
people here that became very, very 
close to me!

Right here I just want to add some¬ 
thing. Since U-High is such a special 
kind of school, I really think that you 
who go there should use your 
chances better. You have so many 
foreign students here from countries 
you'll never have an opportunity to 
visit. You really should talk with them 
more! They will only be happy. And 
think of it; you are the one with the 
ball. You know the language, no¬ 
body'll laugh at you, but you are the 
one who'll learn something! Grow 
from listening might sound queer, 
and maybe you won't. Not in inches, 
but I think you will grow in mind! 
And that's what it's all about. I just 
hope I've taught somebody some¬ 
thing about how it is in Sweden. 

I have had some very different op¬ 
portunities here and many of them
